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Hi  all,  Rena  gave  me  the  heads  up  about  this  today  and  below  is  some  preliminary  info  I found. 

Summary  of  Bill: 

Existing  law  provides  that  no  person  shall,  on  the  basis  of  raee,  national  origin,  ethnie  group  identifieation,  religion,  age,  sex, 
sexual  orientation,  eolor,  genetie  information,  or  disability,  be  unlawfully  denied  full  and  equal  aeeess  to  the  benefits  of,  or  be 
unlawfully  subjeeted  to  diserimination  under,  any  program  or  aetivity  that  is  eondueted,  operated,  or  administered  by  the  state 
or  by  any  state  ageney,  is  funded  direetly  by  the  state,  or  reeeives  any  fmaneial  assistanee  from  the  state. 

This  bill  would  expand  those  provisions  to  also  inelude  exelusion  or  diserimination  based  upon  homeless  status.  The  bill 
would  prohibit  eities,  eounties,  eities  and  eounties,  and  munieipal  ageneies  that  reeeive  state  funds  from  enaeting  or  enforeing 
a law  that  bans  resting  in  a publie  spaee,  as  defined.  The  bill  would  afford  persons  experieneing  homelessness  the  right  to  use 
publie  spaees  without  diserimination  based  on  their  housing  status  and  deseribe  basie  human  and  eivil  rights  that  may  be 
exereised  without  being  subjeet  to  eriminal  or  eivil  sanetions,  ineluding  the  right  to  use  and  to  move  freely  in  publie  spaees, 
the  right  to  rest  in  publie  spaees  and  to  proteet  oneself  from  the  elements,  the  right  to  eat  in  any  publie  spaee  in  whieh  having 
food  is  not  prohibited,  and  the  right  to  perform  religious  observanees  in  publie  spaees,  as  speeified.  Beeause  the  bill  would 
require  loeal  ageneies  to  perform  additional  duties,  it  would  impose  a state-mandated  loeal  program. 

The  bill  would  authorize  a person  whose  rights  have  been  violated  pursuant  to  these  provisions  to  enforee  those  rights  in  a 
eivil  aetion  in  whieh  the  eourt  may  award  the  prevailing  party  injunetive  and  deelaratory  relief,  restitution,  damages,  statutory 
damages  of  $1,000  per  violation,  and  fees  and  eosts. 

The  bill  would  also  require  all  applieants  for  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development’s  Continuum 
of  Care  Homeless  Assistanee  Program  to  annually  provide  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development’s 
Division  of  Housing  Poliey  Development  a eopy  of  its  applieation  for  funding  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  that  ineludes  the  organization’s  response  to  the  applieation  question  regarding  steps  that  its 
eommunity  is  taking  to  reduee  eriminalization  of  homelessness. 

The  California  Constitution  requires  the  state  to  reimburse  loeal  ageneies  and  sehool  distriets  for  eertain  eosts  mandated  by 
the  state.  Statutory  provisions  establish  proeedures  for  making  that  reimbursement. 

This  bill  would  provide  that,  if  the  Commission  on  State  Mandates  determines  that  the  bill  eontains  eosts  mandated  by  the 
state,  reimbursement  for  those  eosts  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  these  statutory  provisions.
